MURDER AND RSOT HAVE PREVAILEa 



AlHMIt Two Hundred Arruti Have 
Bee* SIikIo and a Number of 
pMpIe Have Been Killed. 
World'i Fair lavolvtd. 



8t Louis. May JS4.,— The aeTenteentb 
day of the strike' inaugurated by the 
employes of tho St. Louis Transit com- 
pany opened with the settlement ap- 
parently further away than ever. 
Neither side to the controversy seem 
willing to end it. The Transit com- 
pany has resumed service on all of its 
lines except the Droadway, Northern 
Central, Southwestern, Union and the 
Soytl^. Sixth divlaioos, and attsmpts 
toMj be made at once to run cars on 
some of these. On the lines in opera- 
tion the street railway ofQcials assert 
they are daily running more can and 
carrying additional passengers. 

Nonunion men continue to come in 
flrom other cities, and as fast as they 
arrive the company puts them to worlc. 
Word was received from Cleveland that 
42 ex-employes of the Big Consolidated 
Streetcar system had been sent here 
to talte the place of strikers. Thus 
far no general sympathy etrike among 
labor unions has been called, as had 
been exi>ected there would be. The 
different trades and labor organiza- 
tions are showing their sympathy with 
the strikers by contributing to their 
support and paiaing rules fining mem- 
berp for riding on the streetcars. 

Union labor has brought the World's 
fair question Into the strike contro- 
versy. , At a massmeeting held a reso- 
luttob was. passed to the effect that all 
union labor throughout the United 
biates be asked to Instruct their repre- 
tsentatlves to oppo^^e the passage of the 
World's fair appropriation bill, unless 
the St Louis Transit company settles 
the strike satisfactorily to its former 
emi>loyes. The resolution has been 
wired to Jolin D. Henderson, speaker 
of the house of representatives. 

BInee the strike began 200 arrests of 
persons alleged to have violated the 
law in its connection have been made, 
25 warrants have been issued, 10 In- 
dictments report«d by the grand Jury, 
and tlM remainder of the cases have 
been taken to the police and United 
States courts, where many of them are 
euil pending. Many have been arrested 
fpr. murder, as a number of people have 
been klllad.. 

Comparatively few of the cases have 
yet been tried for the reason that the 
police have been bo busy witli the 
strike that they have little time to 
appear in eourt For their convenience, 
the cases have been continued from 
time to time, that they might remain 
out on duty. 

QfiYVmw Stephen^ is here, for a coq- 
feraaefl wiib the police authorities on 
th^ strike situation. 

Views of Oovernor Stephens. 
Qovernor Stephens talked freely of 
the atrlk« sltnatlpn, as follows: 

"I am satisfied that the trouble along 
the streetcar lines and the whole spirit 
ot ajiarchy, which J find prevails so 
largely in the city of St. Louis, is be- 
ing fomented and .ext«nd*d. by the 
machinations ot a certain coterie of 
Democratic politicians, who hope by 
tli«lrj;ourse to in some manner make 
gains in the approaching party pri- 
maries. This element is sending speak- 
ers to meetings held to express sjrmpa- 
thy for the strikers all over the city, 
and if not counselling disorder, it is 
at lesst materially saconraglng it 

"These persons are rssponslbK <or 
the numy efflgies ot myself aiM^the. 
police authai ities j^h I find dangling 
from, poles aodiflHr ilnes. on many 
streets. It Is grm rssult of their 
movements that I have received many 
letters threatening my life should I 
continue to do my duty and provide 
officers to protect the company.

Kentaeky Republicans Will 'Turn

Frankfort, Ky., May 24.-<RepuMlcan

ords and possession of the office in 
th3 state house, without waiting for 
action o(..the pourt of appeals.

It is under- 
stood the, other Republican officials 
t/ill do likewi.-^o in the next day or two, 
and that by next week the state house 
wiU ha. officered exclusively by the 
Demecratik 

The Democraitlc state executive com- 
mittee, which met here, has drawn a 
big gathering of Democratic leaders. 
The convention to nominate delegates 
to Kansas City will be held the last 
week in June, and the committee is 
said to 1)0 nearly evenly divided on the 
prupoKltiou to hold a separate conven- 
tion l iter to nominate a eandidats for 
governor. 

The Cuban Bleotlons, 
Havana,. May 14.--Bxcept among Cu- 
ban politicians, there is comparltlvely 
little Interest in the approaching elec- 
tions. This is .shown by the very light 
registration. One of the worst fea- 
tures ot the situation Is the fact that 
as soon as a party sees it is not likely 
to win in a particular quarter, it with- 
draws its candidate, and declares that 
everything has been arranged unfairly 
with a view of defeating him. The 
Democratic Union and Republican par- 
ties have both withdrawn their candi- 
dates in Havana, leaving the election 
a practical walkover for the National 
party. On the other hand, at Matan- 
zas and Santa Clara the Republicans 
are likely to have easy victories. 

Ctaalrmakers Oraitnlze. 

Cincinnati, May 24.-The Central 
Chair Manufacturers' a.s.sociation has 
been organized here by 25 men, who 
represented 9S per cent of the chair 
manufacturers from Michigan, Indiana, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
all the southern states. The purpose 
of Iho organization is to protect the 
trade and to secure equitable railroad 
rates and have some understanding in 
regard to breakage. The new associa- 
tion elected officers as follows: Presi- 
dent, J. H. Grafton, Marietta, 0.; vice 
president, F. Weikel, Louisville; sec- 
retary, F. Stark, Aurora, Ind.; treas- 
urer, R. E. Cornelius, Indianapolis.

Havnna, May 24. — (7harler. F. Ncely'3 
most important scheme was the con 
templated purchase of the Isle of Pines, 
south of Cuba, which is considered by 
many to be a part bf the United 
States territory, according to the treaty 
of Paris. Neely started a company 
here last fall for the purpose of obtain- 
ing control of a valuable part of the 
island, with the object of colonizing it 
as an I'nlted States possession. Inter- 
ested with him were Major Ladd, trea.«- 
s-urcr of the island of Cuba; Urisa.lifr 
General Chaffee, Major Ducker, Mr. 
Hake of Chicago, and, It. Is said, many 
prominent politicians la the United 
States. 

Options were obtained on 10,000 
acres of land and agents were engaged 
to make negotiations for the majority 

of the remaining 400,000 acres. 

Necly's arrest ha.s killed the scheme, 
and the options e.xplrod last week and 
12,000 was forfeited. 

Governor General Wood has placed 
two lnsppctor.=?

Director General of Posts Bristow 
appointed George R. Buchanan as dis- 
bursing ofllcer for the department, at 
a salary of $2,000, and discontinued thf 
office of superintendent, held by Mr.

Only $44 In surcharge stamps have 
been found In the office here. There is 
no trace of Neoly's ledger. It was 
probably destroyed. The Inspectors 
discovered a shortage in Neeiy's ac- 
counts outside of the amount supposed 
to have been taken In stamps, but 
proljably it will not raise the estimated 
defalcation of $100,000. Evidence is 
accumulating against Neely. There will 
probably be several counts against him 
if he Is brought back for trial. 

No Action by Roosevelt. 

New York, May 24.— The hearing be- 
fore Governor Roosevelt at Oyster Bay 
of the application for the extradition 
of Neely to Cuba was held in private, 
only the governor, his private secre 
Ury and United States District Attor 
ney Burnett, representing the govm 
ment, and John B. Llndsey, counsel for 
Neely, belng'present After the short 
session the governor came out of his 
library and made a brief statement to 
the new.-papcrmen. He said that be- 
fore he would take any final action in 
the matter be would confer with the 
state attorney, probably on Saturday, 
on the questions of law raised by coun- 
sel as to his power to grant the re- 
quisition itapers. This power, the gov- 
ernor said, it was conoeded was vested 
by the constitution in the governor. 

Bxamlnattoa Postponed. 
New York, May f4.— The examina- 
tion In the case of Charles F. W. Neely,

Stated Clerk Roberts announced that 
if the business In hand shall be dis- 
posed of speedily the assembly will ad- 
journ Saturday. Governor James L. 
Mount of Indiana presided at the Echo 
meeting of the Ecumenical council.

AOTTOS EEOGNSIDEEED 

About Secretary 0|f Freedmen's 8<^ 
olety— bate of Adjonrnment. 

Chicago, May 24. — Election of east- 
ern and western publishing agents, to 
•luperlntend the offices of the Methodist 
Book Concern at New York and Cin- 
cinnati, over which a lively cdntast 
has been anticipated, was on the pro- 
gram of the Methodist g":it ral confer- 
ence. 

Previously to the election, however, 
the conference got into a parliamentary 
tangle over the report of Governor Pat- 
tlson, chairman of the special com- 
mittee appointed to diange the con- 
stitutions «y the various church soci- 
eties, to conform to the action of the 
general conference last week in voting 
but one secretary and one assistant 
secretary for the church extension, the 
Missionary society and the Freedmen's 
Aid and the Southern Education so- 
ciety. After a sharp debate a motion 
to reconsider the action of the confer- 
ence as regard.-^ the cutting off the ad- 
ditional secretary of the Freedmen's 
Aid and Southern Bdueatlon society 
was adopted. 

The records were demanded, and 
after being produced Presiding Bishop 
Walden ruled that the whole matter 
was before the conference for action. 
A deluge of substitutes, amendments 
and motions to postpone followed, and 
despite the appeal of delegates against 
allowing the color line to be touched 
by the Methodist body, there was not 
a little heated discussion over the pos- 
sible election of a colored secretary 
of the Freedmen's Aid society. 

A motion, with the ol)ject of postpon- 
ing the whole matter fur four years, 
was tabled, and after further extended 
debate the amendment offered by Del- 
egate Welsh of Wyoming, excepting 
the Freedmen's Aid society from the 
previous action of the conference, thus 
allowing that society two secretaries, 
was adopted. 

The conference voted to adjourn sine 
die at 12:30 p. m., Tuesday, May 20. 

Petition From South Carolina. 

Washington, May 24.~Senator Chan- 
dler presented a petition from 16 min- 
isters of South Carolina calling atten- 
tion to the political conditions in that 
state, declarlnk that the colored resi- 
dents of South Carolina arc disfran- 
chised. It refers to the speech of Sen- 
ator Tillman, in which he acknowl- 
edged that the whHe men took control 
of the state of South Carolina and 
"bulldozed the niggera, and were not 
ashamed of it." The petitioners are 
exceedingly pained to think that In 
the chief lawmaking body of the na- 
tion our state is represented by one 
who makes such an unabashed and 
blunt avowal of high crimes against 
the constitution of his country, while 
outraging the feelings of 10,000,000 cit- 
izens fft this republic. For correction' 
of abuses the petition asks for legis- 
lation to reduce the representation of 
states in congress where the colored 
vote is nullified, and the appointment 
of a committee to Investigate condi- 
tions in South Carolina. » 



Nut a Unanimous Report. 
Washington, May 24.— The industrial 
commission has completed its report 
on general labor laws, and it will be 
forwarded to congress Saturday. This 
i;eport it is said, will be of as much 
or greater capacity than the report on 
trusts. It will be found possible to 
make a number of specific recommend- 
ations, one of the principal ones being 
that labor laws be made uniform 
throughout thi states. The repoA will 
not be unanimous, however, as a num- 
ber of the southern members of the 
commission are more conservative In 
their views on this question. As a re- 
sult there will be several minority re- 
ports. The report will also contain a 
digest of national and state labor legls- 



To Aid War Sufferers. 
London, May 24.— The Princess of 
Wales, at Kensington, opened ths great 
national basaar in aid of the sufferers 

from the war. The magnitude of the 
present undertaking, which last three 
days, quite eclipses the similar affair 
held in June of last year in aid of the 
Charing Cross hospital. ^Itbougb 
much space in the Palace hotel has 
been given to the bazaar, the enterprise 
has attained such huge proportions 
that vast marqueeis have had to be 
erected in the adjoining grounds, 

Compulsory Insurance Defeated. 
Berne, Switzerland, May 24.— A bill, 
which the assembly bad adopted, mak- 
ing compulsory the Insurance against 
accident and Illness of all persons not 
earning their own living, the Confeder- 
ation contributing toward the expense, 
was, upon submission to the people 
apcording to the Swiss law, defeated on 
May 20 by a majority of 170,000, the 
vote standing 320,000 against the meas- 
ure to 150,000 in its favor.

niHB SET FOR REACHINO THB VAAL 



British Forces Under BuUer Have 
Crossed Into the Transvaal 

From Natal but Are Held 
lu Check at Lalogs Nek. 



London, May 24.— General French 
has reached Prospect Station, about 
five miles north of tthenoster river. 
The Boers are retreating to the Vaal. 

A dispatch from Rhenoster dated 
Wednesday says: "The general opin- 
ion is that we will arrive at Pretoria 
as fast as we can march, though the 
Boers announced to all the countryside 
that they intend to fight to the death." 

General Ian Hamilton Is co-operat- 
ing in the advance on the right. Thus 
Lord Roberts, who presumably is a 
few miles behind General French, will 
reach the Vaal before the end of the 
week. 

Natives report that tho Boers have 
turned two guns in Rhenoster river. 

In Natal General Buller's forces have 
crossed Into the Transvaal near In- 
gogo, but are still held at bay at Lalngs 
Nek, where the Boers are entrenching 
themselves. With the exception of 
this pass. Natal is clear of Boers. 

They have a big gun posted, but it 
is doubtful if they will bo able to hold 
the position when threatened by a 
flanking movement from the force that 
crossed the Ingogo river. 

A dispatch from Pretoria announces 
that the first train north entered Mafe- 
king May 22, and that the first train 
south is expected next week. It is said 
the relief ot Mafeking was due to a 
blunder of one of the Federal officers, 
by which General Delarey was foiled 
in his plan to c.ut off the relief force, 
after driving them away from the Mo- 
lopo river. 

It is added that the Federals have 
resolved to make a determined defmsc 
of the city of Johannesburg. Klimke, 
the state mining engineer, has been 
given six months' leave of absence, 
presumably for protesting against the 
proposition to blow up the mines. 

A special dispatch from Newcastle. 
Natal, says the Russian ambulance 
corps with the Boers Is disgusted with 
their conduct, and has requsstsd the 
csar to recall It 



The IJocr Knvoys. 
Washington, May 24.— The plan of 
campaign of the Boer peace commis- 
sioners has not yet been fully outlined. 
They probably will remain in Wash- 
ington until Tuesday, after which they 
will begin a tour of the west, as has 
been previou.sly intimated. Mr. Fisher 
of the delegation Is now busy outlining 
this itinerary, but he said It was too 
early to give any definite details of 
that plan. Mr. Wensels, one of the 
members, who spealis good English, 
probably will go to Bridgeport on Sat- 
urday night with Representative Lents 
of Ohio to address a Boer meeting 
there. The delegates have not yet de- 
cided whether or not they will issue 
an official statement before leaving. 
Washington. 

Peppered tlio nrlllsli. 
Pretoria, May 21.— An official bul- 
letin says: "Sixty British cavalry came 
into collision on May 20 with 80 of the 
Swaziland commando at Shoepers Nek. 
The fighting lasted an hour. The Brit- 
ish lost 27 killed, 25 wounded and 11 
were taken prisoners. Twenty-live 
horses, two Maxims and a quantity of 
ammunition were also captured. The 
Federals lost 1 killed and 1 wounded. 
They assisted to remove the wounded 
and bury the dead. The advance guard 
at Hellbron retired on tb« main bod7 
at the northern border." 



Fighting Spirit Revived. 

Boer Camp, Volksrust, May 24.— The 
British crossed the Buffalo river and 
were within sight of our position. They 
are busy wIplaGlng heavy eaanoa at 
SchnlnshoTgte. near the scene ot the 
battle on the Ingogo river la 18S1. It 
Is reported that fighting occurred gt 
Botha's Nek, Chris Botha, brother of 
the commander-in-chief, has been ap- 
pointed assistant to the eommander- 
In-chlef, and has given great satisfac- 
tion. He has revived the fighting 
spirit la i taany of the tedanU i.

MOUNT AND THE CONSTITUTION. 

The ladianapoiia News, one of the 
leading Republic in organa of that State, 
rtket Ooftrnor Monnt fort aad aft lor 

his defiance of the Federal OoMtltatioa. 

Here is what it says : 

There is now only one Governor, and 
that is Beckham, whose title in incon- 
teetible. Governor Mount, therefore, in 
refusing; to honor bis requisition for a fa- 
iritlve ind cted f jr crime, ezercisea adan- 
RerouB diecietion, if it is a matter in 
which discretion may be exercised. The 
provision of the Gonttitntion Koverniog 
tnoh casta ia mandatory. 

The Gonttitntion of the United States, 
Article 4, Section 2, aays: "A person 
charged in any State with treaioo, felony 
or other crime, who shall flee from last- 
ice, and be found in another State, shall, 
on demand of the Executive authority of 
the State from which he fled, be delivered 
up, to be removed to the State having 
jurisdiction of the crime." 

Finley is in the State of Indiana, and 
how the Ciovfrnor can hold and protect 
him here iieruianently is ditlkult to un-

David J. Brewer, RepuSlican, was ap- 
pointed from Kansaa by Preaident Har- 
rison In 1889. 

Henry B. Brown wap aj^pointed from 
Michigan by President Harrison in 18U0. 

Otorge Shirts, Jr., Bepnbliotn, tp* 
pointed from Pennsylrtnia by PfttddtDt 
Harrison in 1692. 

Edward D. White, Democrat, appoint* 
ed from Louiaitoa by PraridMit C^v- 
land in 18!>4. 

Ruftis W. Peckham, Democrat, up- 
pointed from New York by Pretident 
Cleveland in 1805. 

Josepli McKenna, Republican, ap- 
pointed from California by President Mc- 
Kinley in 1898. 

President Hayes appointed one mem 
ber of the court, the oldest in point of 
tenriee; Pretident Arthur appointed 
one and President McKinlt y one, while 
Tresidents Cleveland and Harrison each 
appointed tbrta membtn, tha Olavetaod 
list including the Chief Jnitice.
